JOURNEYINGS IN BOHEMIA. 


A Few Words on Pictorial Art Follow- 
ed by a Short Disquisition on Slap- 
Dash. 

Art does not consist in a servile imitation of 
wood oriron, silk or homespun, foliage or 
flesh. A great ‘‘writer’’ may make a most 
illegible scrawl. A great musician may be 
upable to learn to play. [Berlioz could only 
perform upon the drum.] A man whose 
burning words rouse the people to fury may 
be a mute, orcold in death. A great artist 
may never catch the trick of color and yet de- 
light and ennoble mankind. Lines of num- 
bered syllables do not always prove the poet; 
though faultless, they may be—twaddle. The 
most perfect copying of objects is not 
always art. The power to write is a great as- 
sistance to the thinker. A mastery over the 


key-board is of immense service to the musi- 
cian; he can interpret his melodious numbers. 
A command of color 1s of the greatest use to 
the painter. But as the mechanical perfec- 
tion of penmanship may exist in the hand of 
the idiot, so may the greatest technical skill 
in painting. it requires more to make an 
artist. It requires thought; a sense of beau- 
ty, tenderness or grandeur; an insight into 
the characters of men, or an intuitive fainil- 
jarity with the secret and subtle harmonies of 
nature. An artist must have something of 
the poet, as the poet for his imagery must 
have something of the artist. 

This is not’ sufficiently understood. 
Some time we may enlarge upon sit, 
but we have to-day sharpened our pen fora 
tilt ata bugaboo, a child of ignorance and 
humbug, which ought to die at the first prick 
of the stylus, but which will, we fear, out- 
live us who write and vewho read. Tais 
monster has many aliases; we will call him 

SLAP-DASH. 

Pardon a short. prelude before we begin our 
main attack. 

Ruskin calls attention to the effect ofa 
sketch and how aptwe are to be more |jim- 
pressed with it than witha finished picture. 

Apart from conception and composition, 
that perfecting or finishing is the test of the

force, ability and power of the artis', because | 


it means uccuracy of knowl- 
edge of each part and not 
glittering generalities. Yet the impression of 
strength received from the unfinished and 
imperfect work is much greater. Nothing is 
more deceptive. Especially deceived are they 
who understand form and color. They each 
finish, nentally,te please themselves, and, 
therefore, tind it good. There is a yast 
number of artists who, unable to complete 
their work, hide their weakness beneath the 
cloak of slap-dash, as cowards hide their 
deficiencies by bluster. A sketch is a most 
admirable thing when well done—is both 
pleasing and valuable assuch. In a sketch an 
urm may be represenied by a dash, a bick- 
ground by a line, a shadow upon a curved 
surface by one tone of the 
average of that shade. Allowance 
is made for sins of omission and sins of cown- 
mission. We take the artist’s eonception, 
bearing, it may be, the stamp of genius, and 
endeavor to fill in the detail for ourselves. But 
there sre many ‘vhovse first sketchy rub-in of 
a picture seems to promise well, who are un- 
able togo further than this. They d» not 
know theirsubject with sufficient thorouzh- 
ness to represent iteorrectly and in detuil. 
Any professional man will understind this in 
thinking of his own work. The technical skill 
and labor necessary to give the proper value 
to each part isimmense. Many, lacking this, 
use slap-dash as ae shield to § wenak- 
ness, and try to persuade the 
world it is strength. In_ sculpture 
they will putin a despicable lot of imitatipus 
of ridiculous trifles of dress or surroundings 
and slup-dash the planes of form; ina _ pic- 
ture, give you ascene painter’s dash for all 
the intinite variety of tone in the shadows of 
a face which nature melts imperceptibly one 
with another. If they tried to finish they 
would not know how togradate and biend; they 
would make—mud. ou hear sometiimes 
among the more honest weaklings the avyowal, 
**T am afraid to touch it. or I shall spoil the 
color.’’ Yetthis slap-dash passes with the 
vulgar for the boldness of genius; as the un- 
digested bosh of the demagogue, 
if spoken ina voice sufficiently loud and aas- 
sured, passes withthe crowd for eloquence. 
It is no exeuse in anything but a sketch to say 
“it was done inan hour.’’ Why, since the 
maker could not doit wellinthat time, not take 
longer? Generally because he was too weak 
tobe abletodo it well atall, and so nore- 
sorts to slap-dash to hide his shortcomings, If 
atailor sell you acoat and you tind one arm 
longer than its fellow, and the seams unsewn, 
although it looks well at a distance, would you 
accept as excuse the eccentricity of sartorial 
genius or the fact that, with 
ample leisure, he had ‘‘boldly’’ made it im a 
quarter ofan hour? Ifa man write a book— 
not upon any pressing occasion, but, say, a 
poem in prose or verse—that is full of halting 
lines, obscure passages, omissions and crudi- 
ties, what excuse is it that he wrote it in a 
sennight? Who cares? If he could write 
better, why dida’t he? It is known that some 
great bi*torical pietures were puinted in a 
day. The amazing knowledge of Genius 
grasped all—his god-like touch needed no sec- 
ond. These works are as good and no 
better than if they had taken vears of toil. A 
pore in slap-dash is not only a weakness—it 
s un impertinence. Yet such an object 
of blind adoration has the fetish *‘siap-dash’’ 
become, by the praise of those who fatten by 
its assistance, that we verily believe most 
people think a mistake was made when the 
coranand went forth, ‘*Letthere be light,’’ 
and that slap-dash shadows are agreat im- 
provement over Nature's. 

If a medieval monster is more dire than the 
stony beauty of the Medusa; if the hook- 
nosed, heavy-jawed, **bumpy’’ head ef an 
ignoramus has greater powerand majesty 
than has a Greek god, or the God-like heads 
of Bonaparte or Octavius; if the shadows on 
asuspended sphere fall in sharply defined 
and harshly contrasting lines, then slap-dash 
is Truth, and Nature is -a mistake. 
We think there is as littl, if not 
less slap-dash in St. Louis than in any of our 
cities; still it has its devotees. There are many 
pictures in town sealed with the world’s ver- 
dict—pictures by Moreau, Knaus, Simoni, 
Vibert, Lefebvre and many others. We have, 
at least, one native St. Louis artist, Meeker, 
whose fameis established,.and others less 
known perbaps, but excellent. Place the av- 
erage art-lover who bas-had glittering slap- 
dash flaunted before his eyes until his sense 
of vision is impaired and he sees his idol be- 
tween bimself and nature, and this man will, 
if he dares speak, e¢all- perfection weakness.

A MORMON EXODUS. 


The Utah Polygamists Looking Toward 
Mexico. 
{Salt Lake Correspondence New York Sun. ] 

The conviction is growing that the ‘‘ Mor- 
mons must go.” It has gained wonderfully 
within the past five or six years. When,twen- 
ty-four years ago, Brigham Young proclaimed 
the independence of Utah, and declared the 
Territory afree and sole government, nine- 
tenths of the people had implicit faith in 
his words. They honestly believed his 
proclamation “would prevail against the 
United States and the world. and cheerfully 


took up arms to maintain it. 
should make alike proclamation now nine- 
tenths <f the people would view him as in- 
sane. The Mormons are not less sincere in 
their faith now thanthen. They are as.loyal 
to the Cburch as they were thiriy years ago, 
but they know more now, and employ reason 
where fanaticism formerly ‘answered. The 
lenders, also, are wiser, having progressed 
with the times. . 

W hile the feeling prevails that no immedi- 
ate trouble need be apprehended. recent 
events show that the Mormons are preparing 
for the future. It may be questioned whether 
they will ever sive up polygamy, whatever 
laws may be enacted. It is certain that the 
deeision of the Supreme Court attirming the 
constitutionality of the law of 1862 has had no 
other effect than ‘that of isbensifying the 
secreey with which the marriages are shbroud- 
ed. Unquestionably, volygamic unions are 
effected, but it would be nextto impossible to 
prove the fact in court. 

However, the thinking Mormons realize 
that the crisis must come, and understand

country. That is the programme talked of by 
the leaders. 

The Mormons would prove an element of 
strength to Mexico. They would establish 
peace, order and prosperity in two or three 
of the border States, and prove of incalcula- 
ble benefit to that disturbed and distracted 
country. Were it not for the peculiar mari- 
tal belief and practices of these people, any 
civilized nation on the globe Would welcome 
them, for they possess ina large degree the 
qualities that go to make up good citizens.

The Question of Their Banishment Re- 

ferred to the Religious Authorities.

No one who bas lived in Turkey can fail to 
bave been perplexed by the circumstance that 
hydrophobia seems but very seldom to affect 
the dogs of Islam, though millions of master- 
less curs infest the streets of Moslem towns 
and villages. Itappears, however, that an 
unusuallylong and hot summer season, at-

At first smal! notice of the calamities 
caused by the afflicted dogs was taken by the 
loeal authorities; but by and by as rabid Sam- 
sunites became daily-mere and more common 
to the town, a Ceputation of citizens waited 
upon the Vali to implore that some steps 
might be taken to save the rest of the inhabi- 


tants from the horrors of hydrophobia. His 
excellency replied ‘‘that he would think 
about it,’’ and a few days later promulgated 
a decree, of which the following is a literal 
translation? ‘‘In consideration that the dogs 
of Samsun are entrusted with the cleansing of 
our town. in virtue of which function they 


enjoy certain civie rights which cannot be 
contested by any sane persons, 


the Governor deems it obligatory upon 
him, ere he proceed to stringent 
measures condemned by Lis conscience, to 
submit this metter, and the grave facts con- 
nected with it, to the superior relizious ane 
thorities in Stamboul.’’ This decree was 
turdily followed by afetwah from the Sheik- 
ul-Isiam, sentencing the dogs to 
eXile from thetown. Next day the offending 
scuvenvers were collected, bouwsad, and = eoa- 
veved undera strong escort toa field some 
niles distant from Samsun. Delivered from 
their persecutors. the Samsunites breathed 
more freelv, but not forlong. A day or two 
later the banished dogs began to put in an ap-

pearance by twos andthrees at atime, in their 
old familiar quarters; whereupon ptlous men 
exclaimed: **See the finger of Allah, who pro- 
tects injured innocence!*’ And the persons 
subsequently bitten were comfortably regard- 
ed by the orthodox Vali as * *phantasts and 
Visionaries.’’

An Army Officer’s Suicide. 
[Denver Dispatch to the New Yorw Herald. ] 

Later advices from Santa Fe bring particu- 
lars ofthe suicide of Lieut. Charlies W. 
Merritt, which occurred on the 15th inst. 
The remains were first discovered by the 
porter of the Exchange Hotel, who went to 
the door of hisroom at 2 p. m., and, not 
receiving any response to his calls, broke in. 
Lieutenant Merritt had retired as usual, nis 
heots and clothing being in their proper 
places. Helayon his left side, cold and 
stiff. In both hends he clutched a_ nickel- 
platea revolver, which had dropped from his 
forehead, where was the death wound. It 
was alittle above and almost between the 
eves, and was at least two inches long. It was 


fatal from the minute the trigger was pulled. 

Last summer Lieut. Merritt was arraigned 
before a court martial in Santa Fe on charges 
of conduct unbecoming an oflicer. His trial 
went on in regular form, and he returned to 
his command sonth of Santa Fe to await the 
result. The day*previous to the suicide he 
cuine to Santa Fe, and yourcorresponde nt had 
alongtalk with him. He seemed morose. 
On the day previous the news had been broken 
to him that be was dismissed from the ser- 
vice. Probably this was the cause of his un- 
timelyend. He was not a graduate of the 
West Point Military School, but was 
appointed to the army in 1873 from civil 
lile. His home wasin Salem, Ill. His fath- 
er, John W. Merritt, was a gentleman in 
every sense of the word. His brothers, Ed- 
ward and Joe, are the proprietors of the 
Springfield (Ill.) Register. Tom Merritt, 
another brother, is a State Senator in Lilinois, 
and the readers of the Heraldandall Union 
soldiers know of Gen. Wesley Merritt. On 
the evening of the suicide a friend asked 
Lieutenant Merritt, ‘*When are you going to 
His reply was, ‘**Never.’’

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OUR BOOK COLUMN. 


The Life of Gen. Albert Sidney John- 

ston. 

By his son, Col. William Preston Johnston, 
One large octavo volume, 773 pages. LIilus- 
trated. Price in cloth, $5; sheep, $6; half 
turkey, $7. 

A truthful biography is a book as rare 


as it is intergsting. The student of 
bumanu nature can not fail to 
take a profound interest in seeing 


laid bare the secrets of the soul and their re- 
sults in the conduct of life. In warped or 
distorted natures even the morbid movement 
has a pathological interest. But when the 
character described 1s ample, strong, well- 


balanced, posed, noble, veautiful and mag- 


nanimous, the reader rises from the study 
with the feeling of one who has looked upon 
the Apollo Belvidere wish a satisfaction in 
cne common nature and a loftier and more 
sympathetic view of humanity. This life of 
Gen. Johnston is atruthful view of such a 
man. But it is more. ‘*This biography re- 
counts a stirring theme. The most critical 
reader must be struck with the dramatic in- 
terest of the career of a man who, with 


small shareof wealth, patronage or political 
acts, filled so large a sphere by mere moral 
and intellectual force.’’ 

Sbe book bas an especial interest in the 
West. Gen. Jehuston, in his birth, educa- 
tio, life, achievements and death. was alto- 
vether identified with the West, and very 
closely, in particular, with the city of St. 
Louis, of which be was long a resident. Gen. 
Johnston narrowly escaped becoming a mil- 
lionaire here, as be was for many vears the 
owner ofafarm of three hundred acres in 
North St. Louis, now of enormous value. He 
sold it for $12,000, and the proceeds were 
swallowed up as his monied contribution to 
the liberation of Texas from the Mexican 
,oke. ‘The author givesa graceful sketch of 
‘*‘the gay and bospitable society of St. Louis 
balf a century ago, in which the influenee of 
the old French element was sjill 
predominant. The descendants of. tha 
first settlers had preserved in their cofonial 
isolation some of the best features of the old 
French regime, lost evenin France itself since 
the Revolution. To innocent sprightlisess 
was joined decorum, andthe inherent grace 
and polish of the French race were united to 
the cordiaulity and generous freedom of inter- 
course Which make a young and prosperous 
community. The Gratiots, the Chouteaus, 
the Mullanpbys, the O’Failons, the Clarks, 
the Bentons and other noted and estimable 
families were among his chosen and remem- 
bered friends.’ 

This book contains the only accurate narra- 
tion of the Black Hawk war based on original 
documents. Captain N.J. Eaton, so long a 
citizen of St. Louis, passes the highest com- 
mendation upon this account of this war, in 
which he was an actor. 

The volume contains many anecdotes and 
illustrations of the life of a citizen and soldier 
on the frontier during the past balf century, 
Gen. Jobuston was an important actor in some 
of the most striking episodes of his time, and 
a faithful narrative of these has been deemed 
essential to a correct portraiture of the man. 

It contains a succinct but entire history of 
Texas, from its discovery to its annexation to 
the United States, in which the errors of for- 
mer historians are corrected. 

The bistory of the Cherokee War, of 1859, 
by which the best part of Texas was rescued 
from the Indians, is given in some detail. 

An account of the opening of the Mexican 
War, with sketches of the Battle of Monie- 
sev, by General Johnston and the Hon. Jef- 


fers: : Davis, occurs in the course of the nar- 
rati'e. 
‘lue Mormon War of 1857, conducted by 


General Johnston, is described, showing the 
signal triumph of prudence and energy over 
the mgors of a winter eampaign in the Rocky 
Mountains, and in spite of the resistance of 
the false prophet of Salt Lake. 

General Jobuston’s espousal of the South- 
ern cause, and bis escape from California to 
Texas, through the Desert of Arizona, are 
viven, With important correspondence of that 
period. 

The Civil War in the West, from its begin- 
ning to General Johnston’s death at the bat- 
tle of Shiloh, is here written from original 
documents, in very many Cases never before 
cinployed, and frem the carefully sifted in- 
formation of survivors, now first published.

The book bas been prepared, in great meas- 
ure, throughout from original data. It is not 
too much to say that it is the first account, at 
once truthful and full, of the campaignin Ken- 
tucky and ‘Tennessee in 1861-’62. The opera- 
tions are described with all necessary particu- 
larity; and the battles of Belmont, Henry, 
Donelson and Shiloh, which latter has been 
considered by many ‘*‘the pivot of the war,’’ 
are given in detail, with official reports and 
returns, carefully verified. 

One noticeable feature of this biography is 
the almost unanimous verdict of approval 
which 1t has received from the press, Northas 
well as South. The New York Her- 
ald, World. Sun and Post, the Chicago 
Times, the Cincinnati Commercial. as well as 
many minor papers, have applauded its ju- 
dicial temper alike with the wonderful inter- 
est of the story and the literary skill of the 
execution. 

Competent critics at the South regard this 
asthe most brilliant and enduring contribu- 
tion to the history of the war.

fought.’’ As he sat, footin stirrup, for the 
opening movement of the battie on his last 
day, be cried exultingly to his staff: ‘‘To- 
night. gentleman, we will water our horses 
in the Tennessee River.’’ This sort of clear 
precision only belongs to the highest order of 
military minds. His words were verified. but 
notforall. He himself was among the slain. 
Many considered bis death the pivotal point 
of the war. 

Ali this is well told by the author. One 
distinguished ciitic says that Col. Johnston’s 
descriptions of battles excel Napier’s in his 
Peninsular History. Another, a _ noted 
Southern General, says they are superior to 
Kinglake’s in his Crimean War. A Northern 
lady, notin’ sympatby with his views, read 
the account of Shiloh three times, for its pic- 
turesque and vivia narrative. Altogether, 
apart from its historic value, this book has 
a jiterary interest, which must secure it a 
SS place in our literature. It will 

aveaa peculiar value and interest for the 
young. 


The Life and Works of Washington 
Irving. | 

Washington Irving is the father of Ameri- 
can literature, and the production of a new 
edition of his works is a happy evidence that 
the demand for really good reading is not 
dying out. All of bis writings from the iaim- 
itable **Knickerbocker’s History of New 
York’’ to the classic ‘*Conquest of 
Grenada,’’ are as new to-day and as 
likely to live down through the generations 
as they were when they were first published. 
None of the later American writers approach 
him in value. has already become a classic 
—a part of Enelish literature. 

Witbin the limits of one large volume all 
that Irving has written, except nis ‘‘Life of 
Washington,’’ are gathered. The typography

He became best known 
to the people of Missouri and the West as 
the associate of Geo. W. Fishback in the 
publication of the Missouri Democrat. The 
individuality and force of this paper in its 
prime were largely drawn from Mr. McKee 
himself. While he made no pretensions to 
editorial ability, the editorial columns of 
the various papers he was con- 
nected with never failed to bear 
the indirect impress of his journalistic 
tact and shrewdness. . Of course, his great- 
est success was fichieved in the founding 
and publication of the Globe-Democrat, a 
paper which has not only secured a wide 
reputation, but has become a source of 
great financial profitas well. Mr. McKee 
took an active interest in his business 


up to the day of his death, never 
failing to come down to the office, rain or 
shine, except when unwell or off on his 
summer visits to his farm in New York. He 
was always economical in his habits, and 
had amassed a considerable fortune, his in- 
terest in‘the Globe-Democrat alone being 
worth, probably, half a million. Yonng 
newspaper men might ‘learn many valuable 
lessons from the life of William McKee.

MILITARY MOVEMENTS. 

LONDON, December 20.—A dispatch from 
Bombay says: Itwas reported Thursday that 
General Gough would probably retire upon 
Peizerau, three miles westof Surkats River; 
but itis now believed that he willremain at 
Jagdulluk and shortly clear away the Ghilzoisin 
his front. Gen. Arbuthnot’s brig- 
ace is distributed along the 
road between Gundamuk and 
Jagdulluk. Contrary to expectation the tribes 
below Jellalabad continue quiet. Hud Gen. 
Bright advanced with his whole force, doubt- 
lessthe Mohmunds and Afreedis would have 
risen, but the system of forwarding troops from 
Jellalabad only as reinforcements arrived from 
Peshawur affords them no opening.

POULTRY AND GAME. 

The weather and a great demand from the 
Eastern markets have had the effect of mak- 
ing game very scarce in this market, with a 
corresponding firm demand and hich oes 
Large quantities are daily shipped to Europe 
from St. Louis. 
large quantities of game to Liverpool and 
Berlin. Turkeys are quoted from 10 to 12 1-2e, 
chickens 20 to 35¢ apiece, geese 50 to 7d5c, extra 
choice $1 apiece, wild turkeys 7dc to $2 each, 
ducks 30 to 40c, mallards 50 to 60c, prairie 
chicken at $1 a pair, quails at $3 per dozen, 
snipe the game; rabbits 15¢c each and squirrel 
10¢, domestic venison 15 to 20c per Ib., and 
Minnesota venison at 2c. 

VEGETABLES 
remain about the same as last week. Celery 
is selling for 50 cents per bunch, with a higher 
price asked for the choice.

Atthat time the political doctrines of the 
Hunker and Barnburner factions. orizi- 
nating in the Empire State commenced 
to spread over the whole Uniou, each party 
having its advocates. Mr. McKee wis asup- 
porter ofthe free soil doctrine, and started 
it campaign sheet called **The 
Barnburner’’—the first Free Soil paper 
that commenced its career in the slaveholding 
State of Missouri. © Hethen, ii conjunction 
with Wiitliam Hill, commenced the pub- 
lication of the Signal iv 1859, 
advocating the same political principles; 
andthen, having purchased the Union, the 
proprietors merged the two papers into a new 


existence in the Missouri Democrat. Iie 
purchased afterward the interest of 
his partner, und, after being 


some time sole praprictor of the paper,he took 
into partnership Mr. George W. Fishback. 
son of Judge Fishback, of Ohio. and 
later Mr. Dan. Houser. The 
partners, however, did not agree, and 
in March, 1872, the Democrat was sold by 


order of Court and bought in by Mr. 
Fishback. In the July following 
McKee and Houser started the Globe, 


and in May, 1875, they purchased the Demo- 
crat, consolidating the two papers into the 
Gilobe-Democrat. Later they acquired 
the Assoviated Press franchise bv the 
purchase of the Staats-Zeitung. In 1875 the 
celebrated whisky ring trials occurred. Mr. 
McKee was indicted, tried and 
rentenced to fine and imprisonment. 
President Grant pardoned him. These facts 
are too fresh to need repetition. Since that 
time Mr. McKee bas devoted himself to the 
affairs of bis paper. 

Ow July 18th, 1855, Mr. McKee was mar- 
ried to Miss Eliza Hill, daughter 
of Samuel Hill, of New York. He leaveg 
one chiid, a daughter, Ellen J. Mckee.

The trial of A. J. Thomas, alias A. J. 
Jones, alias **the Parson.’’ the second mem- 
berof the counterfeit gang of which Fred. 
Biebusch is supposed to be eee bee, was 
commenced in the United State¥ Circuit Court 
this morning. 

The conviction of Fred. Biebusch ‘on a 
charge of baving bogus money in his posses- 
sion yesterday afternoon by the jury makes 
the examination of witnesses in the Thomas 
case more interesting, and it promises to be 
more exciting than that of the Koniacker 
King, as Biebusch has been terined. 

The sentence of Biebusch on the verdict of 
the jury will mot be made by the court until 
the conclusion of all the triuls of persons in 
the batch charged with counterfeiting. 

THE INDICTMENTS 

found against Thomas are two in number and 
are to be consolidated. The first count in the 
first indictment charges him with passing a 
counterfeit standard dollar on Chas. H. Blank, 
on the 9th of October, 1878, the second count 
for havingin his possession onthe 2nd day 
of October, 1879, ten imitations of the United 
States dollars. 

The second indictment charges him with 
selling to Hienry Woods two half dollars 
gn the 28th day of November, 1878, and ten 
half dollars on the 27th of February, 1873; 
also with having in his possession on Decem- 
ber 10, 1878, twelve half dollars. 

His ARREST. 

The arrest of **the Parson,’’ which was 
effected the’ latter part of November, was not 
accomplished without a great deal of trouvle, 
as Thomas resisted to his utmost capacity and 
was warmly assisted by his better half. The 
officers visited his houseon Finney avenue 


the night of the arrest and found 
that Thomas was not at home, but 
had gone to “the church.” His wife, who 


was found within, was placed under arrest, 
and very shortly afterwards ‘*the Parson” re- 
turned. Thomas fired at the officer and was 
not everpowered until a sufficient force are. 
rived to floor bin ung place the handculfs on 
his delicate wrists.

morning, but has a aetermined look and bear- 
ing that becomes bis calling.

The year that is just drawiug to a close bas 
been prolific of odd items concerning mar- 
riages. In England, it may be worth saying, 
the agitation in favor of legalizing marriage 
between widowers and the sisters of their de- 
ceased wives has very nearly been crowned 
with success. April 21, 1869, Mr. Chambers’ 
bill to legalize such unions, both retrospec- 
tively and prospectively, was passed to a sec- 
ond reading; since then Lord Hougbton has 
been endeavoring to secure the passage ofa 
similar act in the Lords, where now only the 


' votes of the Bishops stand in its way, the 
’ measure having the approval of a majority of 


the Lords temporal, including the Prince of 
Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh. The ques- 
tion of the validity of a settlement executed 
by a gentleman in prospect of his marriage 
with his sister-in-law was recentiy before 
Vice-Chanvellor Malins, who decided that as 
such a marriage could not according to law be 
solemnizedthe trust could never arise, and 


that the property was at the absolute disposal 
of the testator at the time of his death. 
Among the odd marriages of the year de- 
cidedly the oldest was that by Emmanuel 
Swedenbore, in the Spirit Land, on the 20th 
of June, of Sarah Catherine Eaton, daughter 
of Col. Isaac E. Eaton, a prominent Demo- 
cratic politician of Kansas, and Benjamia 
Pierce, son of President Pierce. The spirit 
pridegroom was killedin a railread accident 
January 6, 1853, at the age of twelve. The 
bride departed this life November 20, 1845, at 
the age of six weeks. President Pierce gave 
away the bride, whe was dressed in a robe of 
mudgreen, and among the witnesses of the 
ceremony were Beverdy Johnson, Martin Van 
Buren. Rufus Choate, Stephen A. Douglas, 
Winfield Scott, John and Charles Wesley, 
James K. Polk, Zachary Taylor, Lewis Cass 
and John Casper Lavater. (It may here be 
said that an enterprising medium improved 
upon this at St. Louis subsequently witha 


spirit divorce case.) Next to this probably 
ranks the case of the Rey. enry J. 
Munson, an Adventist preacher, who 


on July 12, at Worcester Massachusetts, 
married himself to Mattie A. Eaton. He ad- 
yertised that in the evening he would preach 
a sermon in three parts, went into the pulpit 
and preached two divisions about ‘*Repen- 
tance’’ and ‘‘Holiness or Sanctification,’’ 
then open the Bible at Matthew, xxv., and 
proceeded toreadthe parable of the ten vir- 
gins. Atthe sixth verse, “And at midnight 
there was a cry made, Behold the bridegroom 
eometh; go ye outto meet him,’’ he stepped 
down from the pulpit and a lady stepped for- 


~ ward from one of the front pews and, takin 


the Bible, continued to read from the sevent 

to the tenth verses inclusive. Mr. Munson 
then took the ladv’s right hand and said: 
**And I now before God and these witnesses 
do take this woman whom I hold bythe right 
hand to be my lawfully wedded wife, to love 
and cherish ber a8 my oywn body until Christ 
shall ecometoclaim us with all saints as his 
own bride or until death shall part us.’’ The 
woman said: ‘And now ~ take 
this man to my lawfully wedded 
biisband, to love, reverence and_ obey 


Aim until the Lord himself shall descend from 


heaven with a sbout and with the voice of the 
archangel! and with the trump of God, or till 
death shall us sever.’’ Theythen knelt, and 
the man offered prayer.. After prayer Mr. 
Munson turned to his desk and closed his dis- 
course by urgingythe importance of being 
ready forthe coming of the Lord. He was 
arraigned before the courts ou a charge of un- 
lawful wedlock, under the statute laws for 
lewdness, and convicted, but the Supreme 
Court ordered the verdict to be set aside. It 
was held that there was no leyalor lawful 
murriage, but at the sume time the court de- 
clared that ‘‘the fact of cohabitation under 
toe honest thought or mistaken belief of the 
parties that they were lawfully married will 
not support the Indictment for lewd and 
lascivious cohabitation, thoughif there was 
evidence thatthe cohabitation was under such 
circumstances asto create common scandal 


orcorrupt the public morals, the case would - 


be different.’’ Alluding to this case the 
Churchman of August 23d said: “It recallsa 
question once put by an English clergyman to 
his diocesan, the Hon. and Rev. J.T. Pelham, 
Bishop of Norwich. ‘Can I marry myself? 
inquired the clergyman, in a serious and 
respectful letter. ‘Can you bury yourself?’ 
was the Bishop’s curt reply, and it was cer- 
tainly decisive.’’ Nevertbeless—and it is cu- 
rious that Charles Read overlooked this case— 
the marriage by himself at Cork, November 
29h, 1801, of the Rev. Samuel Beamish and 
Isabella Frazer, where he repeated the 
service and the only witness was an old wo- 
man who, through curiosity, peeped in at the 
window and saw them, though ehe heard 
nothing. was declared legal. The story 
of a marriage by proxy came out here a 
few months ago. Muay 16, 1877, the Rev. F. 
J. Schneider, of 158 Allen street, married 
Louisa Stahl and John de Vietter, of Rotter- 
dam, Holiand, who sent over William Pauer 
with a power of attorney to conclude the mar- 
riage for him, and an injunction to bring the 
bride back as speedily as possible. ‘The cer- 
tificate was granted to ‘‘J. W. A. Vietter, 
per Wm. J. Pauer,’’ the clergyman holding 
that common people in America had as much 
right to marry by proxy as crowned heads in 
Europe. Mrs. Vietter wanted afterwards to 
marry some one else, and so claimed that the 
marriage was illegal. The District Attorney 
added to the ogee an indorsement that the 
making of the report of the marriage for 
record was an offense under the law. 
Marriage bv telegraph has become quite a 
common thing in this count On the 22d of 
May Mr. L. W. Walker and Miss M. E. Bud- 
dington were married. the bride being in the 
Northwestern Telegraph Company’s office at 
Milwaukee, Wis., and the groom in the office 
at Owatonna, Minn. ‘‘The ceremony,’’ says 
a local report, ‘‘began at 8 o’clock, and in a 
very short time the couple, having responded 
tothe conundrums usually propounded on 
such occasions, were pronounced man and 
wife and dismissed with a benediction.

s A TALE OF A WITCH. 


A Strange Story of a Mountain Gap in 
Pennsylvania.

In the southwestern part of Luzerne county 
there is a remarkable stream of water, known 
as Black Creek. Its average width is per- 
haps a dozen yards, while its waters are ex- 
tremely sulphurous. Init hsh cannot live, 
while a frog or snake thrown into the stream 
instantly turns over and floats away, dead. It 
rises somewhere near Hazleton and about six 
miles from its source enters a deep mountain 


gap, which it follows to its furthest extremity, 
and soon after mingles its black current with 
the limpid waters ef the Nescopeck Creek, 
which a little further on joins the wide Sus- 
uehanna. The mountain gap traversed by 
this stream is one of the most dismal places to 
be found in the continent. Only a narrow 
stretch of sky is visible from below, and this 
is almost always filled with a haze, 
which the sunbeams scarcely ever pene- 
trate. When the sky ro to be clear it is 
not sunrise in the gap till 10 o’clock, while at 
2the sun goes down. Immense gray boulders 
abound. The ground is cevered with ashes, 
and trunke of fallen pines, charred and black- 
ened by mountain fires, which yearly sweep 
over the place, lie decaying, sometimes one 
across the other. Enormous snakes crawl over 
the rocks or bathe inthe slimv pools. The only 
trees are stunted pines, which grow out from 
between the rocks. 
In addition tothe gloom and desolation in- 


festing the place, it has, according te the peo- ° 


ple thereabouts, been sadly troubled with 
witcbes, Oneof the stories handed down 
from a generation loagin their graves runs 
thus: Much less than a hundred years ago 
Black Creek was a beautiful transparent 
stream. The skies aboveit were clear as oth- 
er skies. Green moss thickly covered the 
ieee and rocks, and birds sang among the 

ranches of the trees. The gap about 
this time was the favorite resort of hunters,and 
one individual. owning a large tract of moun- 
tainland. including the gap, had erecteda 
cabin in it for the accommodation of himseif 
and friends during the hunting season. It 
happened one day that the owner of the eabin 
gotinto a quarrel with a stranger overa 
wounded deer, each claiming that 
he had fired the lucky shot. 
During the quarrel the stranger struck a 
blew and received in return one that leveled 
him tethe earth. Being seriously hurt, he 
was carried into the cabin and word sent to 
his friends, who resided at some distance. 
Ina shorttime bis sister arrived, a black- 
eyed girl, with long raven hair. On the same 
day he died, andthe girl cursed the young 
man who had dealt the fatal blow in a manner 
that made a terrije impregsion on all 
present. 

In a short time the waters of the creek be- 
came black and sulphurous, the + grew dim 
and hazy, while the gap became the abode of 
serpents and a scene of desolation. The 
black-eyed girl was afterwards frequently 
seen—sometimes walking through the yap at 
midnight, enveloped in a large black cloak; 
at other times in the midst of the tempest, on 
the top of the loftiest tree, swaying to and 
fré, with her long’ black hair 
streaming in the wind. So the good 
people of the long ago came to regard the 
place as bewitched by the vindictive sister, 
and no one cared to be found in the dismal 
place at night. But an important road, con- 
necting the Tomhicken and Nescopeck val- 
leys, led right through the bewitched gap, 
and it was consequently not always possible 
to avoid it. The road was always beaten hard 
and in the best of erder. Yet farmers, 
in passing over it on their return 
from market, with four horses at- 
tached to an empty wazon, would 
oft1'n eome suddenly to a standstill. Then 
the farmer would crack his whip, the horses 
would throw themselves into the harness and 
scratch the ground for a foothold, but the 
wagon would stand as though riveted to the 
earth beneath someinvisible weight. The 
farmer would then know that ‘‘the witches 
were riding his wagon’’ and simply wait till 
they got off, when the team would travel omas 
easily as before. 

About ten years ago a mining company be- 
gan operations four miles up the gap, but’ 
there was no success predicted for it in such 
a place. And a little later Simon Kase ran his 
new railroad mghtthroughthe gap. About 
this time Henry Croll, who owned a valuable 
farm out inthe Nescopeck Valley. sold his 
property for a large sum, and, fearing neithe 
er Simon Kase nor the witches, decided to 
build a —— hotel right in the 
mountain gap. is friends expostulated 
with him, reminding himthat he could not 
succeed there. He wentto work, however, 
and in a short time had the new hotel under 
roof. The new coal mines attracted a great 
deal of travel, and before long Croll was do- 
ing a flourishing business. e had ten sons, 
and he built a house for each of them near his 
own.Other relatives followed, sothat the place 
eoon came to becalled “Crolitown.” Atthe end 
of two years the town contained fifty houses, 
and had besides the hotel a store, lime kiln, 
post-office and a school house. Soon after 
this Croll began to show some strange eccen- 
tricities. He became very quarrelsome, and 
without any apparent reason would forbid 
his best customers the house. A large por- 
tion of the population had found employment 
at the neighboring munes, which, owing te 
some cause, no longer afforded constant 


work. Croll and his vill re began to 
go down hill together. The  unfortu- 
pate landlord then advertised his 


property for sale, but, when persons appear- 
ed to buy, he spoke so unfavorably of the place 
and its surroundings that they Went away dis- 
gusted. He now did no business at all. The 
people had become indolent and indifferent, 
and the storekeeper was drifting on toward 
ruin. Their school teachers year after year 
got the blues and left the place oefore the 
school term had expired. Croll. seated in his 
bar-room,disheveled and haggard, surrounded 


by a crowd of loafers, would discourse on his 
approaching ruin. 
He knew bow much he was worth, what his 


loss Was per day, and consequently how long 
it would be till he was a beggar. He seemed 
determined to fail, to be utterly ruined, and 
made no effort to avert the misfortune. He 
frequently reminded the lime-burner ana the 
merchant of _ the lace that a 
similar fate awaite them, and 
told them exactly how ove | they would last. 
Atthe time he predicted, the Sherifficame 
along and sold him out of house and home. 
He then moved back into a less pretentious 
dwelling, and has since resided there, often 
without eneugh to eat. The whole place has 
become the abode of misery and wretched- 
ness. 7 

It is a remarkable fact that a few years ago 
inthis region a belief in witchcraft was al- 
most universal. The most absurd steries 
were credited. Even now not a few are to be 
found who believe that Croll and his town are 
laboring under the curse of the black-eyed 
girl, or are, in other words, bewitched.

It is well known 
that he does not breed in captivity, and it is, 
therefore, only inawild state that the spe- 
cies can be preserved. The destruction of 
more than 1,200 of his kind for one knife- 
making -firm implies a huge and serious 
waste.

PERILS OF THE PASS. 
Orgssing the Mosquito in the Winter 
Months. 


t¥rom the Denver Tribune.] 

The inclement weather prevailing during 
the past few weeks, and which has been re- 
markably severe in the higher altitudes, is the 
occasion of many thrilling experiences and 
narrow escapes from death. The miners, 
many of whom are illy provided to resist the 
extremes of cold and drifting snow, remain 


at theirclaims until the last crumb is 
eaten and the last log burned, 
and, when forced to depart, 


find that the snow had hidden the trails and 
buried the passes, and the consequences are 
frequently that very narrow escapes from 
death and suffering from great hardships are 
the result. A case occurred onlyjlast week 

and the narrative of the = over the famed 
Mosquito Pass is in the highest degree thrill- 
ing and exciting. This miner had located a 
claim on the highest portions of the east side 
and, meeting with favorable indications, had 


remained until necessity compelled 
him to abandon it until 
more favorable weather. He had 


remained in the solitude of bis surroundings 
foramonth without beholding a face or 
communing with any living thing. Protected 
= a tent, and with the usual accompaniment 
of a miner’s outfit, he had labored alone until 
the exhaustion of his supplies compelled him 
toleave Protecting himself as well as he 
could, binding his feet with such material as 
be could procure, he set out for Alma, a little 
town five miles to the eastof Mosquito Pass, 
which he reached by sundown, 
and stayed the  0»nighbt. Finding that 
the stages had been withdrawn, and unwill- 
ing to make a tour of fifty miles via Weston, 
he decided to attempt the passage to Lead- 
ville via the Mosquito, which 1s only twelve 
miles by the usual route, undeterred by the 
persuasions of the people, and unable to pre- 
vail upon any one to accompany him to share 
his dangers. When he set out in the early 
morning the sun was shining, and everything 
prophesied aclear day. The first few miles 
no especial difficulty was encountered, but on 
arriving at the summit there lay about three- 
fourths of a mile upon the crest, where the 
wind blew with great fury and the difficulties 
of his trip began. The road became every 
‘Moment more blind, the snow commenced 
falling and the cold was intense. Drifts had 
covered the road and hidden it from sight; 
the falling snow became more and more 
dense, and beyond afew feet it was not 
possible to see straight. He persevered 
untilabout three-fourths over he became 
bewildered, and lost all vestige of the track. 
He could neither advance nor retreat, 
andthe consciousness of his situation 
burst upon him, and he despaired of 
rescue. Surrounded by snow, waist high, 
the prospect hidden from his sight by the 
surrounding drifts, his face covered with 
thiek ice from the congeaied breath which 
clung to his face and whiskers, benumbed 
with cold, it seemed impossible to escape 
death, but, determinedjto make everv effort, 
and nerved by the love of life, he stag- 
geredonand on, every moment apparently 
wandering further from the right path, 
But, providentially, the wind for a lit- 
tle time ceased, the snow ceased to drift and, 
— by an uncovered portion of the trail, 
e managedto stagger tothe - and again 
to proceed. Wading through the deepsnow, 
he reached the west end of the crest and fora 
little while the a. was clear to him and he 
began the descent; but now the cold began to 
have its effect, its numbings retarded his pro- 


gress and only the determination 
of the desperate man prevented his 
faliing asleep and exhausted upon 


the freezing road. Rousing himself by efforts, 
each successive one proving weaker than the 
last, after hours of superhuman ltabor and 
suffering he managed to reach the saw mill of 
Patricke Laheye and.-a place of safety. He 
bad been twelve hours in coming seven miles, 
and, had he not been snstained by a strong 
will and constitution, he must inevitably have 
fallen a victim to his rash attempt. Such is 
an incident of a miner’s experience; yet so 
great is the fascination attending the life that 
even such hardships fcannot deter men from 
entering upon it.

The man then seized the old woman 
and pitched ber bodily over ths corpse, which 
was laid out on atable, and nearly tossed it 
over. Another man, who was drunk, was 
staggering about the room, and tumbied 
against a chest of drawers, which nearly fell 
on him. The dead boy’s mother was lying 
drunk on the floor. 

Mr. Bell (the clerk)—Was the ‘‘wake’’ upon 
the body of the young man who died from 
typbus fever? 

Compl inant—Yes;upon the body of Michael 
McShane. 

Mr. Bell—How many people were there ino 
the room?

Complainant—They ‘‘waked’’ him six 
nights.
